1.  Furposs:  This  staff  nemo  randan  establishes  the  policy  of  this  ooet- 
msnd  concerning  the  preparation  of  officer  efficiency  reports. 

2.  Generali  a.  Officers  responsible  for  the  preparation,  writing,  or 
reviewing  of  officor  efficiency  reports  will  familiarize  themselves  thorough¬ 
ly  with  the  contents  of  AR  623-105  • 

b.  normally  officer  efficiency  reports  will  be  completed  and  in¬ 
dorsed  at  the  lowest  possible  level  in  order  to  obtain  two  accurate  and 
considered  ratings  based  on  intimate  knowledge  and  close  observation  of  the 
officer  being  rated.  For  this  reason,  the  Immediate  supervisor  in  the  chain 
of  Gorman d  or  staff  will,  where  possible,  be  the  rating  officer  in  large 
conpanies  or  staff  sections  of  this  headquarters,  with  the  unit  coanander 
or  section  chief  as  Indorsin';  officer.  In  small  coapanies,  detachments, 
platoons,  or  staff  sections  of  this  headquarters  the  unit  commander  or  section 
chief  will  usually  be  the  rating  officer.  The  indorsing  officer  will  be  the 
officer  who  normally  rates  the  rating  officer,  except  ns  noted  in  pararraph  3» 
the  reviewing  officer  will  bo  the  offioer  who  rates  the  indorsing  officer. 

This  headquarters  (A’^LiE-AGr)  will  determine  the  rating,  indorsing  and 
reviewing  officers  in  those  cases  where  the  rated  officor  is  senior  in  grade 
or  rank  to  the  officer  who  would  normally  be  his  rating  or  indorsing  officer. 

e.  The  commanding  officers  of  battalions  or  larger  organizati*  ns 
will  determine  specific  rating,  indorsing,  and  reviewing  officers  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  principles  outlined  above.

Safety  committees  will  be  appointed  within 
the  following  technical  services:  Or  chance,  Engineers,  Quartermaster,  Signal, 
Transportation,  Chemical  and  US  Army  Garrison  (6019-03) .  Committees  will  also 
be  appointed  within  the  attached  units.  Committees  will  consist  of  supervisors, 
foreman  and/or  Safety  Officer  from  each  service  or  unit.  The  Committees' 
duties  will  include,  but  not  be  limited  to  the’ following:

2.  Purpose:  The  purpose  of  this  circular  is  to  advise  subordinate 
commanders,  unit  safety  officers  and  activity  supervisors  of  the  proper 
procedure  to  be  followed  in  accident  reporting. 

3.  Scope:  Provisions  of  this  reporting  regulation  will  be  applied 
to  all  operations  and  activities  of  Exercise  Desert  Rock  and  will  govern 
the  reporting  of  accidents.  Of  specific  concern  are  those  incidents,  such 
as  motor  vehicle  and  aircraft  accidents,  fires,  explosions,  and  other 
accidents  resulting  from  eouipmont  or  personnel  failure,  or  other  causes 
resulting  in  any  of  the  following  conseoucnces: 

a.  Injuries  to  military  personnel  while  on  or  off  post, 
regardless  of  duty  or  assignment  status, 

b.  Damage  to  Amy  equipment,  materials,  or  property. 

c.  Injuries  to  non-Army  personnel  or  damage  to  non-Amy  property 

when  incident  to  an  activity  or  on  premises  under  control  of  the  Army, 
which  might  result  in  claims  against  the  government,  or  in  unfavorable 
public  relations.  v 

d.  Excessive  radiological  exposure  of  personnel. 

A*  Responsibility:  The  immediate  responsibility  for  the  investiga¬ 
tion  and  reporting  of  an  accident  or  incident  and  initiating  necessary 
corrective  action  to  prevent  a  recurrence,  rests  with  unit  commanders  and 
supervisors,  os  designated  in  paragraph  8,  refcronco  lb.  . 


May  57  (Contd) 
a*  Telegraphic  Messages. 

(1)  For  each  accident  resulting  in  fatal  injuries  to  a  person 
or  persons.  Army  or  non- Amy,  a  multiple  address  telegraphic  message  will 
be  prepared  and  sent  immediately  through  command  channels  to  the  Adjutant 
General  and  Deputy  Chief  of  Staff  for  Personnel,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  paragraph  4,  reference  Id./ 

(2)  For  each  reportable  Army  aircraft  accident  a  "Crash 
Report"  (Reports  Control  Symbol  CSGPA  459)  will  be  submitted  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  C3,  reference  lb. 

(3)  Inform  immediately  by  telephone,  telegraph,  teletype, 
radio,  or  cable  the  Chief  of  Ordnance,  Chief  Chemical  Officer  or  Chief  of 
Engineers,  whoever  has  the  primary  responsibility,  of  all  exposions  or  fire 
involvin  ,  ammunition  or  other  explosives/  Note:  If  the  incident  is  serious, 
i.e.,  over  §1,000.00  monetary  loss,  serious  injury,  or  loss  of  life  involved, 
immediate  direct  telephone  notification,  giving  all  details,  should  be  made 
to  Headquarters  Sixth  US  Army,  Attn:  Safety  Director. 

(4)  An  information  copy  of  telegraphic  messages  concerning 
cases  enumerated  in  5a  above  will  be  furnished  Headquarters  Sixth  US  Army, 
Attention:  Safety  Director. 

b.  Accident  Reports.  DA  Form  285  (Accident)  Reports  Control 
Symbol  CSGPA -147  (Rl)  will  be  used  for  reporting  of  all  accidents  as 
defined  in  reference  lb.

(2)  Yfhen  a  fatal  accident  occurs,  or  in  the  case  of  accidents 
from  building  collapse,  windstorm,  hell  or  similar  cause,  structural  damage 
to  fixed  structures,  such  as  buildings,  etc.,  resulting  in  damage  in  excess 
of  §1,000.00,  the  original  and  four  copies  will  be  forwarded.  In  case  of 

fi  only,  extra  copies  of  reports  are  not  required.

(3)  For  each  reportable  Army  aircraft  accident,  in  addition  to 
the  requirement  stated  in  5a(2)  above,  DA  Form  285  will  be  submitted  to  this 
headquarters  in  quintuplicate.  However,  in  cases  involving  helicopters, 
fatal  injuries,  power,  structural,  or  material  failure,  sextuplicate  copies 
will  be  submitted. 

(4)  For  each  accidental  explosion  of  ammunition  or  other  ex¬ 
plosive  in  addition  to  the  reauiroment  stated  in  5a(3)  above,  DA  Form  will 
be  forwarded  to  this  headquarters  in  quintuplicate.  However,  if  the 
incident  results  in  a  fatality,  sextuplicate  copies  are  required. 

(5)  Reports  (Fire  Reports)  prescribed  in  SR  385-45-2S  will  be 
submitted  in  addition  to  those  required  by  this  directive. 
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(6)  Reports  of  Array  motor  vehicle  accidents  defined  as  record¬ 
able  and/or  reportable  in  paragraph  2D,  reference  lb,  will  be  processed 
in  accordance  with  paragraph  5a  and  b  above. 

(7)  In  case  of  an  accident  involving  a  military  vehicle,  the 
driver  will  complete,  at  the  scene  of  the  accident.  Standard  Form  91 
(Operator's  Report  of  Motor  Vehicle  Accident),  and  deliver  to  his  imme¬ 
diate  superior.  A  copy  of  this  form  will  be  attached  to  the  DA  Form  285. 

(8)  Record  of  Injury  (DA  Form -1051)  will  be  used  for  recording 
injuries  to  military  personnel,  for  all  first  aid  and  non-disabling 
injuries  and  will  be  the  source  for  preparation  of  DA  Form  285,  for  injur¬ 
ies  involving  loss  of  time.  This  form  will  be  completed  in  duplicate  and 
delivered  by  the  patient,  if  possible,  to  the  Hospital  or  First-Aid  Station, 
Upon  completion  of  Section  II  (DA  Form  1051)  by  medical  attendant,  the 
original  will  be  returned  with  patient  to  his  Unit  Safety  Officer  and 
duplicate  copy  forwarded  to  the  Exercise  Safety  Director.

RADIOLOGICAL  SAFETY  OffiRATIONS 

1*  K^POSE.  The  purpose  of  this  memorandum  is  to  outline  radio¬ 
logical  safety  procedures  to  be  followed  by  all  personnel  stationed 
at  and/or  operating 'from  Camp  Desert  Rock. 

2.  RESPONSIBILITIES,  a.  Radiological  Safety  Section  will: 

i 

(1)  Determine  the  facilities,  personnel,  equipment 

and  materials  necessary  for  the  execution  r. V  i':&  radiological 
safety  funatLon.  - 

(2)  Establish  and  maintain  operating  procedures  for 
radiological  safety  that  insure  minimum  exposure  to  radiation  of 
each  individual* 

(3)  Enforce  the  radiological  safety  criteria  establish¬ 
ed  by  each  of  the  Services. 

(I:)  Prepare  rad*safety  portions  of  operation  orders 
and  annexes  thereto. 

(5)  Advise,  assist  and  effect  coordination  with  other 
members  of  the  staff,  project  personnel  and  unit  commanders  of  Camp 
Doscrt  Rock  on  matters  pertaining  to  rad-safetyJ to  include  basic 
responsibilities  of  the  various  staff  and  technical  service  staff1 
officers,  training  and  guidance  on  monitoring  and  decontamination* 

(6)  Advise  personnel  as  to  tho  safety  measures  re¬ 
quired  in  the  forward  areas  and  as  to  which  areas  are  restricted 
and/or  contaminated. 

(7)  Coordinate  tho  assignment  of  monitors  to  work 

or  recovery  parties,  project  operations  and  other  personnel  re¬ 
quiring  access  to  a  contaminated  area.  • 

(8)  Train  an  aupnentation  group  of  radiological  moni¬ 
tors  for  unit  use  from  troop  support  units  and  project  personnel, 
Rirconnol  who  have  completed  a  CBR  training  course  may  bo  deter¬ 
mined  to  be  a  qualified  monitor  by  passing  tho  monitor  proficioncy 
tost  given  by  the  Camp  Desert  Rock  monitor  School. 
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(9)  Provide  monitoring  assistance  to  participating 
aponcios  when  required. 

(10)  Maintain  a  radiological  safety  situation  map 
showing  the  existence  and  extent  of  contaminated  areas,  isodoco 
lines  of  varying  intensities  and  other  pertinent  data.  This  map 
will  bo  located  i^  Building  T-112  (Radiological  Safety  Office) 
and  at  the  50th  Chemical  Platoon  (Sve)  Decontamination  Station 
north  of  Yucca  Pass  (8li6385). 

(11)  Present  briefings  on  tho  on-sito  (forward  area) 
radiological  situation, 

/  (12)  Provide  routine  sampling  and  analysis  for  radio- 

.  active  contaminants  in  tho  air,  water  and  'V,  .  an'1  work  and  liv¬ 
ing  arc~s  in  camp, 

(13)  Maintain  a  register  of  rnrth? active  sources  used 
and/or  stored  within  Camp  Desert  Rock,  anc'  -  ire  in  tho  prepara¬ 

tion  of  radioactive  materials  for  shipment  i'r.'iu  the  camp, 

(111)  Provide  a  stand-by  emergency  monitoring  toam  for 
ell  critical  periods  of  eg  oration  to  handle  unfoivscon  jneidents 
and  assist  in  tho  emergency  ovacuation  of  damp  Desert  Rock  should 
It  bo  requirod. 

b.  Staff  Sections^  Units  and  Projects  will; 

(1)  Provide  their  own  radiological  monitors  for  work 
or  recovery  partios. 

(2)  Cortrol  tho  radiation  exposures  of  their  pcrsonnol. 

(3)  Require  personnel  to  tb  familiar  with  Radiological 
Safety  Regulations  (Soo  dnnex  A).  A  certificate  to  the  effect  that 
all  Unit  Commanders  haw  road  the  Radio.\r>f  leal  Safety  Repulations  and 
explained  the  Kadial >icr.l  Safety  Operations  to  all  personnel  will  to 
sutmitted  to  the  Kadlolqlcal  Safoty  Section, 

(It)  Make  arrangements  through  tho  Radiological  Safety 
Soction  for  contaminated  area  entrance  passes  for  personnel  requir¬ 
ing  accoss  to  a  contaminated  aroa,  Cp  Do  sort  Rock  Fora  Wo  •  ••

(5)  Lncurw  pcrsonnol  comply  with  requirements  for  film 
bodging  as  publishori  in  memorandum  Number  8,  this  headquarters. 


e.  56th  Chemical  Platoon  (Sve)  will: 
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(1)  Provide  for  issue  and  calibration  of  monitoring 

instruments. 

(?)  Provide  and  operate  decontamination  facilities 
for  personnel,  vehicles  and  rotary  wing  aircraft. 

(3)  Conduct  fixed  radiological  surveys  on  shot  days 
and  subsequent  days  as  required, 

(U)  Conduct  training  for  radiological  monitors, 
d.  Monitors  -willt 

(1)  Receive  from  tho  Radiological  Safety  Section  an 
orientation  on  tho  contaminated  and  restricted  areas  in  the  for- 

/ward  area  prior  to  departure  to  the  forward  area. 

(2)  Familiarize  themselves  with  the  Radiological  Safety 
Regulations  (Annex  A). 

(3)  Ensure  that  individuals  or  group  to  which  assigned 
enter  and  leave  at  specified  chock  points. 

(h)  Keep  party  leader  informed  of  the  radiological  situ¬ 
ation. 

($)’  Monitor  personnel,  equipment  and  vehicles  prior  to 
return  *-o  Camp  Desert  Rock  in  accordance  with  iiemcrandun  I, timber  9, 
this  headquarters. 

3.  PROCEDURE. 

a.  Concept  of  operationsi 

(1)  Entry  into  a  contaminated  area  will  bo  controlod  ly 
tlic  Cr>mp  Desert  Kc.ck  Radiological  Safety  Section.  Recovery  missions 
will  be  allowed  into  tho  3hot  areas  in  accordance  with  the  radiologi¬ 
cal  situation  and  the  restrictions  imposed  by  tho  Test  Director,  R’o 
person  will  bo  permitted  to  enter  a  contaminated  area  Without  proper 
access  pass  stating  tho  purpose  of  the  entry  and  tho  procise  location 
to  which  the  entry  will  bo  madot, 

(2)  Radiation  exposure  control. 

(a)  Entry  into  on  area  in  which  tho  radiation  con¬ 
tamination  is  greater  than  100  ror/hr  gamma  will  require  an  access 
permit  which  will  be  issued  by  tho  Radiological  Safety  Section.  All 
personnel  cleared  for  access  into  such  areas  will  enter  and  exit 
from  tho  area  throuih  a  designated  chock  ptint.  Entrios  into  .all 
forward  tost  areas  fr.an  1800  hrs  D  -  1  will  to  prohibited  unless 
authorized  by  tho  Tost  Director  er  his  appointed  representative. 
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(b)  1. 11  parties  entering  areas  in  which  the  radia¬ 
tion  contamination  is  renter  than  100  nr/hr  gamma  will  be  required  to 
have  n->nitiJ5  acc-cipnny  then.  Thoso  monitors  shall  be  briefed  at 

tho  Kad-Safety  Building  prior  to  receipt  of  an  access  permit, 

(c)  All  necessary  rad-safety  equipment,  including 
radiac  instruments,  respirators  cr  protective  field  masks,  film 
badges  and  dosimeters  will  be  issued  to  individuals  for  use  in 
contaminated  areas.  In  general^  no  special  clothing  will  be  re¬ 
quired.

turned  in  at  Building  T-Hjk,  located  at  5th  and  Desert  Rock  Drive. 

/  2^  Forms  LSD  SCTF  10  and  film  badges  issued

3.  ■'Ho  spire  tors  and/c  r  protective  field  masks 
as  required  by  permanent  party  and  observers  (excluding  VIP  Obser¬ 
vers)  will  be  issued  at  Building  T— VIP  Observers  will  be  is¬ 
sued  protective  field  masks  at  tho  Visitors  Bureau. 

lu  Prior  te  turn-in,  protective  field  mask3 
and  respirators  will  be  eloaned  and  decontaminated, 

5.  Dosimeters  may  be  obtained  at  Bldg  T-h3U, 

on  availability  basis, 

b.  Officer,  R:C0  or  civilian  in  charge  of  work  group  Cr  test 
group  requiring  entrance  to  the  forward  area  will  check  with  tho  Radio¬ 
logical  Safety  Section  prior  to  departing  for  tho  forward  area  and  be 
advised  as  to  the  contaminated  and  restricted  areas  i 

c.  All  parties  entering  and  lcavinf  the  forward  area  will 
chock  through  the  50th  Chemical  Platoon  (SVc)  Decontamination  Station 
north  of  Yucca  lass.  Contaminated  area  entrance  pass,  upon  departure 
from  tho  area,  will  bo  turned  into  the  Decontamination  Station  Com¬ 
mander,  All  collected  passes  will  be  turned  into  tho  Radiological 

.  Safety  Offico  prior  to  0800  hours  tho  following  day. 

d.  Relation  of  Monitor  to  fcartys  Rad*Safo  monitors  assigned 
to  individuals  or  groups  working  in  contaminated  areas',  or  with  con¬ 
taminated  equipment  during  recovery  operations  will  act  in  an  ad¬ 
visory  capacity  t,  keep  the  recovery  party  leader  informed  of  radia- 
tiondooo«ratos  at  all  times,  Tho  recovery  party  leader  is  expected 

to  accept  this  advice  and  act  accordingly.

■  6*  Rad-Safe  monitors  aoelfncd  to  individuals  or  i  roups  working 
in  contaminated  areas,  or  with  contaminated  equipment  duritvc  recovery 
operations  will  net  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  keep  the  recovery  party 
lcodor  informed  of  radiation  doso-rnton  at  all  times,  Tho  recovery 
party  loader  ia  expected  to  accept  this  advice  and  net  accordingly* 

It  is  tho  raftponsibility  . f  both  tho  loader  and  tho  members  rf  tho 
recovery  party  to  adhere  to  tho  limits  established  in  the  bo  ropulAt  - 
ions,

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10.  Current  radiolorical  situation  maps  of  the  test  nroas  will 
be  maintained  in  the  Radio lof leal  Safety  Secti-n  in  Buildinr  T-112, 
arvl  at  the  i?0 th  Chemical  Diction  (Sve)  Decontamination  Station  north 
of  Yucca  Pass. 

11.  Film  badfo  requirements  ore  published  in  Memorandum  Nr  8,  this 
headquarters.  Each  individual  will  bo  responsible  for  his  personal 
film  bndpo  and  vrcar  it  at  all  times.  If  a  film  badpo  is  lost,  the 
Kndiolopical  Safoty  Section  will  bo  notified  immcdiatoly4 

12.  when  cr.tinj;  or  smokinp  in  any  contaminated  aroaj  sensible 
sanitary  precautions.;  will  be  taken, 

13.  The  arrival  ?.n’.  proposed  use  of  radioactive  sources  at 
Camp  Desert  keck  will  bo  reported  to  tho  Radiological  Safoty  Officor, 
/to  include  tyy\)  of  source >  activity,  and  storapo  site; 

Uu  All  radioactive  or  contaminated  materials  romevud  from  the 
tost  site  and  Crmp.  tiorcury  will  bo  packer cd  and  leaded  se  as  to  re¬ 
duce  radiation  to  a  minimum  and  will  be  cloarod  by  tho  Radiological 
Safoty  Section. 

15.  All  jcroomul  within  viewinp  distance  of  an  atomic  detonation, 
wh->  are  nat  supplied  with  protective  popples,  will  turn  away  from  th<; 
detonation  paint  and  close  and  cover  their  eyes  during  tho  timo  of  the 

burst.
